JOSEPH  FRENCH  MALEY 


"Joe"  Maley  comes  naturally  by  his 
collecting  activities.  One  might  really 
say  it  is  an  Inheritance;  being  the  son 
of  a coin  collector  and  grandson  of 
Patrick  Henry  French,  engineer,  bibli- 
ophile and  collector  of  Americana. 
One  of  his  first  numismatic  experienc- 
es was  when  he  discovered  he  could 
take  his  father's  nickel  three  cent 
pieces  and  by  placing  them  on  the 
counter  of  the  neighborhood  candy 
store,  face  up,  pass  them  for  a dime. 
This  must  have  been  the  beginning  of 
knowing  there  was  money  in  coins. 
Result:  a well-tanned  hide  and  a dis- 
continuance of  such  activity. 

Mr.  Maley  began  collecting  while  still 
in  elementary  school.  The  first  item 
purchased,  a commemorative  medal 
of  William  Penn,  during  Founders 
Week  in  Philadelphia,  October  4-10, 
1908,  is  still  In  his  possession.  As  a 
native  Philadelphian  he  is  partial  to 
items  of  and  pertaining  to  "The  Cra- 


dle of  Liberty." 

"Joe"  wasa  winner  of  medals  in  school 
boy  art  contests,  but  draws  now  only 
for  his  own  amazement.  He  was  a three 
letter  athlete  during  his  school  years. 
In  March  1917  Mr.  Maley  enrolled  In 
the  R.C.A.F.,  only  to  be  Informed 
later  they  could  no  longer  take  Amer- 
ican citizens.  He  then  entered  the 
U.  S.  Navy  the  latter  part  of  March 
1917  and  served  during  World  War  I. 
While  in  service  he  was  a member  of 
Navy  track  and  football  teams. 
Subsequent  to  the  war,  he  was  a High 
School  football  coach  and  profession- 
al baseball  and  football  player.  The 
latter  game  in  those  days  of  play  for 
profit  was  tough — two  games  a week 
— Saturday  and  Sunday,  at  widely  re- 
moved points.  Such  names  as  Lou 
Little,  Helnie  Miller,  "Swede"  Young- 
strum,  Lud  Wray,  Jim  Thorpe  and 
many  other  famous  names  in  football

“COINS  OF  THE  WORLD’’  (Twentieth  Century  Issues).  Edited 
by  Wayte  Raymond.  Large  octavo.  256  pp.,  extensive  illustrations.

Without  a doubt  no  single  numismatic  work,  issued  in  the  United 
States,  has  stimulated  the  collector’s  interest  in  foreign  coins  as 
COINS  OF  THE  WORLD.  The  first  edition  appeared  in  1938  under 
the  guidance  of  Howland  Wood,  Curator  of  the  American  Numis- 
matic Society.  His  extensive  knowledge  of  the  modern  coins  and 
the  unexcelled  collection  of  the  Society,  which  was  at  his  disposal, 
contributed  in  no  small  measure  to  the  success  of  this  work.  Unfor- 
tunately he  was  not  to  witness  the  completed  work.  Upon  his  death 
the  manuscript  was  finished  under  the  co-editorship  of  Wayte 
Raymond  and  Stuart  Mosher. 

In  the  seven  years  that  have  passed  many  corrections  and  additions 
have  been  made  in  the  second  edition.  The  all  too  frequent  variance 
of  foreign  government  mint  reports,  from  which  much  of  this  data 
has  been  taken,  has  been  carefully  correlated,  to  bring  this  work  up 
to  date.  However,  the  coinage  issued  during  World  War  II,  par- 
ticularly of  Europe,  is  far  from  complete.  This  shortcoming  is  un- 
derstandable and  the  editor  showed  wisdom  in  omitting  issues  of 
questionable  origin. 

No  intelligent  attempt  could  be  made  in  listing  the  many  minor 
varieties  in  so  vast  a field.  This  is  essentially  a subject  reserved  for 
the  specialist.  However,  illustrations  in  most  cases  appear  for  every 
coin  listed  in  the  catalogue,  including  the  date  of  the  first  and  last 
issue. 

Approximately  4000  coins  are  illustrated  and  described  with  about 
1500  half  tone  illustrations  of  the  major  types.  COINS  OF  THE 
WORLD,  edited  by  Wayte  Raymond,  is  the  authoritative  work  on 
the  modern  world  coinage.  It  is  recommended  as  an  indispensable 
book  for  the  collector,  libraries,  and  universities.
